Looking every bit the prep school teacher 
in a tweed jacket, pinstriped shirt and tie, 
Mr. Cobb did not speak in court, or to 
reporters afterward as he made his way to a 
waiting car. One reporter asked if he had 
anything to say “to the children,” but drew 
no response. A passerby called out “pervert” 
several times as Mr. Cobb and Cathy J. 
Green, one of his attorneys, made their way 
to the car escorted by police. Roughly 20 
reporters and photographers, including at 
least two crews from major Boston television 
networks, filled the courtroom and swarmed 
around Mr. Cobb as he left the building. 

During the hearing, Mr. Cobb sat still, his 
face expressionless. He faced forward, but 
anytime he so much as glanced toward the 
center of the courtroom, exposing more of his 
face, the noise of clicking camera shutters 
filled the courtroom.

That 
was only a hint of what was to come. 


At 16, he lost his sight in both eyes 
to choroiditis, a rare eye disease. 

“IT was almost 17 because I had a 
car, motoreycle and girlfriend. | 
went through the trauma of losing 
all that.” 

He could see only some light and 
some forms. 

He didn’t graduate with his class 
but learned to read Braille and to 
type. He graduated from Western 
Pennsylvania School for the Blind,

appeal,” Lt. Phillip Froburg, opera- 
tions commander for the police depart- 
ment, said last week. 

Judge James Geary found Georgina 
Lane, 74, of 13 Bartlet St., “not respon- 


sible” for making the improper left ° 


turn that police allege caused the Dec. 8 
crash on North Main Street. Officer 
Cronin was en route to assist with 
another accident in Shawsheen Square 
when Ms. Lane crossed in front of him 
at Washington Park. Ms. Lane testified 
in the Aug. 10 hearing that she saw the 


motorcycle coming toward her with 
the lights flashing and that she thought 
she had time to make the turn, accord- 
ing to police who were at the hearing. 
Officer Cronin broke both his wrists 
and had other minor injuries and has 
not returned to work. 


Several officers including Officer 
Cronin and Lt. Froburg, were angered 
by the judge’s decision. 

“We just find it really unbelievable 
that the judge based his decision on the 


preponderance of the evidence,” Lt. 
Froburg said. “How a judge comes up 
with a ruling like this is really beyond 
comprehension.” 


It has nothing to do with Ms: Lane’s- 
intent. She wasn’t trying to knock 
down a motorcycle, Lt. Froburg said, 
but the violation occurred nonethe 
less. “The way we look at it - did we 
not have the preponderance of evi- 
dence that was credible? We think we 
did,” Lt. Froburg said.

and an achiever. 

He credits the patience people 
showed him for really helping him get 
through a lot. 

With the help oféxperimental drugs, 
he regained enough vision to be inde- 
pendent and mobile. With a corrective 
lens for his right eye he could read 
close up, though he still interchanged 
that with using Braille and talking 
records and other aids. By 20 or 21 
years old he had 20/30 vision. 

He went to Geneva College in 
Beaver Falls, Pa., and earned a degree 
in philosophy and Greek. Although he 
still has a sensitivity to light, and has 
suffered slight relapses from time to 
time, he sees fine now. 

The church 

A United Methodist all his life, Rev. 
Bryan had gotten away from the 
church in his teen years. “As a teen I 
took the natural course of most teen- 
agers. I left the church. There were too 
many other things to do.” 

He came back to the church in the 
early ’60s. “It was very clear to me to go 
into the ministry.” 

His decision had a lot to do with sto- 
ries friends read to him while he was 
blind. His grandparents and a Scout 
leader, who doubled as his Sunday 
school teacher, also read to him while 
growing up. They were all great story- 
tellers, “and the seeds and power of 
these stories stayed with me.” 

His grandmother read him Bible sto- 
ries and his grandfather told him sto- 
ries of American history and culture 
that were full of wisdom, “the Will 
Rogers type thing.” The scoutmaster 
combined Bible stories with fables and 
myths and all these stories struck a 
deep level of consciousness that left 
him with questions. 

“T think the whole power of the 
church has been, down through the 
years, of storytelling.” 

People telling stories of what shaped 
their lives is what really moves people, 
he said. 

“There is a synchronicity a person 
experiences when they become true to 
their condition,” Rev. Bryan said, and 
the ministry was that for him. 
Ministry experience 

Rev. Bryan spent 18 years in youth 
ministry in the ’60s and ’70s, and some 
years in pastoral ministry as a pastoral 
assistant. But he had an interest in 
retreats and conferences and camps, 
and one day answered an ad for a 
director of a retreat center on Lake 
Sylvia outside Minneapolis/St. Paul. 

“I was there almost 13 years.” 


He graduated from Pittsburgh Theo- 
logical Seminary, in Pittsburgh, and 
was a fellow at the Institute Ecumeni- 
cal and Cultural Research at St. John’s 
University in Collegeville, Minn., 
where he did research on the monasti- 
cism for everyday living. He studied all 
aspects of monastic life, eventually get- 
ting involved in a monastic design 
team in the Southern Methodist 
Church.

region of New York. 

His wife, Marsha, had been out of 
her career for some time and when she 
decided to return to work, he agreed to 
go wherever she needed to go.

Ballardvale United was formed by 
the merger of United Methodist 
Church and the United Church of 
Christ. Rev. Bryan said he was antici- 
pating there might be problems due to 
the great diversity of the congregation. 
He has not found that to be the case. 
“They don’t refer to themselves as 
either, but just as one big family.” 

He found people to be immediately 
interested, concerned and friendly and 
ready to get on with work in the 
church. 

“Tt’s a new, inclusive, open church,” 
he said. “I think the dynamic of creat- 
ing this is what made them a very open 
church.” 

His role 

Rev. Bryan sees his role first of all 
as a teacher. “I still know that good 
preaching is still effective.” 

He tries to show that the truths and 
principles of the Gospel stories are still 
valid today. He also wants to develop 
the spiritual life of the congregation. 

“T like to help empower people to be 
able to grow and to do ministry,” he 
said. “I work very much in the team 
model.” 

Ballardvale United is struggling to 
offer a viable ministry to youth. “It’s 
my intent that we really try to do some- 
thing seriously about that.”

Connectedness 

Rev. Bryan said he tries to address 
the “malnutrition” of the spirit and a 
deep spiritual sickness in people who 
have no center and have lost purpose 
and self esteem, who have been beaten 
down by the battering effect of trying

to “have control in life.” 

“One of the important spiritual 
needs we have is connectedness,” to 
know that we are part of something, he 
said. 

This is often apparent in the elderly, 
he said. When people are dying, that 
connectedness becomes amazingly 
important to them, and the fear of 
death and the intensity of it depends on 
whether they feel that connectedness, 
he said. 

A short time ago, he counseled a 
dying man who was very anxious. 
Then the man had a party and invited 
27 friends, and every one came. He 
spent the whole party reminiscing. 
Each guest talked with him. One guest 
with whom he always had conflicts 
said that although they had not often 
seen eye to eye, those were the things 
that made life, and that he was really 
going to miss him, When Rev. Bryan 
went to see the dying man the next day, 
he was completely at peace. The man 
died three days after the party. 

“People who really fear death are 
broken off somewhere,” Rev. Bryan 
said. “The most essential thing in min- 
istry is to help develop the health of 
people’s spirituality, which literally 
means to help them gain connected- 
ness — unity.” 

Elders who keep connected through 
outreach programs are happier and 
more full of life. 

Passion for sailing 

Rev. Bryan has attended survival 

camps, been a practitioner of yoga and 


t’ai chi and does wood sculpturing. He 
wrote a book on world religions and 
several articles for professional and 
religious journals, The Bryans have six 
grown children living in five different 
states. And, next to his family, sailing 
is Rev. Bryan’s greatest passion. But 
three years ago sailing handed him one 
of his toughest challenges. 

In September of 1992 he and a small 
crew of mates chartered two boats to 
sail across Lake Superior. They were 
nearly killed during the two-day return 
trip. They headed out in a heavy fog, 
unaware that a gale was bearing down 
on them, The wind went from one to 55 
knots in less than a minute, ripping 
several of the sails. Seventy miles off- 
shore, the crew battled for 10 hours 
before making their way into port the 
first day. After recuperating overnight, 
they started out on the final leg of the 
trip and again ran into a tremendous 
electrical storm, which they again bat- 
tled all day. Rev. Bryan said the crew 
was in fear for their lives every 
minute. 


After their return, with the cars and 
van packed and the boats cleaned up, 
he and a sailing buddy sat in the cock- 
pit of one of the boats, staring in 
silence. Then one said, “So, same time 
next year?” and they all said, “Yeah. Of 
course.” 

Rev. Bryan said he’s sailed mostly 
big interior lakes, but now he wants to 
learn tides and charts and get out on 
the ocean. 
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Court returns $100,000 to David Cobb

posted by Sumida Cobb, his wife, in 
exchange for title to the house. 

Lincoln Soldati, Stratford County 
attorney prosecuting the case, asked 
that bail not be reduced or modified, 
arguing that the $100,000 would pro- 
vide Mr. Cobb “the means to flee this 
jurisdiction,” and would be enough 
money for him to remain hidden. Mr. 
Soldati contended that the only reason 
Mr. Cobb came to court last week was 
the threat of losing the $100,000 bail. He 
also said that Mr. Cobb is a danger to 
the community. 

Ms. Green said the bail was exces- 
sive and that Mr. Cobb has no previous 
criminal record and that he did not 
pose a risk to flee or to the community. 

In allowing the return of the cash in 
exchange for the real-estate title, Judge 
Jones ordered that Mr. Cobb live in his 
Gilford, N.H., home pending trial, and 
that he avoid contact with alleged vic- 
tims or potential witnesses. Another 
condition was that an independent 
appraisal has to show that the house is 
worth $100,000. In addition, there can- 
not be any liens on the house. 

Notes are evidence 

The second motion asked the court 
to order all evidence, including origi- 
nal notes taken in the first interviews 
with witnesses or victims, preserved as 
evidence. Ms. Green indicated that 
some statements that appeared in 
court affidavits, and which were 
attributed to a witness or witnesses, 
may have been different or unsupport- 
ed by notes from those original inter- 
views. She wanted to have those origi- 
nal notes saved. 

“All we’re asking is that the state 
not destroy evidence,” Ms. Green said. 

Mr. Soldati said he would not have a 
problem advising investigators to save 
notes. But he did not want the order to 
jeopardize evidence should an investi- 
gator on some fringe aspect of the case 
who was not aware of the court order 
throw out notes used to write a more 
complete report. 

Judge Jones took both requests 
under advisement Friday and issued 
written decisions granting both 
motions on Monday of this week.

Cobb ‘friend’ slams PA 


In a letter to The Phillipian, 
Stephen W. Lane, “a friend” of Mr. 
Cobb, chided the school for not being 
more supportive of the Cobb family. 

Mr. Lane said he was a student of 
Mr. Cobb’s when Mr. Cobb taught at 
Hebron Academy 
in Maine 35 
years ago, and 
that he knew him 
later at Hebron 
Academy and at 
PA. He cited Mr. 
Cobb’s accomplishments as PA’s first 
director of long-range planning, archi- 
tect of the cluster system for housing 
and first-appointed dean of residence. 
He also quoted Ted Sizer, former PA 
headmaster, from a personal note 
written years ago in which Mr. Sizer 
referred to Mr. Cobb as “the con- 
science of the school.” 

Mr. Lane said he aided Mr. Cobb's 
wife, Sumida, in arranging for Mr. 
Cobb’s bail following the arrest. He 
also said that “within hours of his 
release, David met with authorized 
academy personnel and requested, in 
writing, a leave of absence for the fall 
term to attend to his legal concerns 
and in particular to distance himself 
from the school so as to spare the 
academy as much embarrassment as 
possible.” 

That request was approved in writ- 
ing, according to Mr. Lane, and after 
securing legal counsel for Mr. Cobb, 
Mr. Lane returned to his home in 
Honolulu. 

“Within two days after my return, I 
received a phone call from the acade- 
my informing me that David had been

tion. David’s first notice of his firing 
was the headlines 
in the morning 
paper,” Mr. Lane 
wrote. 

He also ques- 
tioned Head of 
School Barbara 
Landis Chase’s explanation that she 
had “first-hand information and 
knowledge” that led to the firing. 

“Where was David Cobb’s school 
when he was in crisis? Since I was 
there from the beginning, let me give 
you some background. 

“T am perplexed as to how Ms. 
Chase can have first-hand knowledge 
of the evidence in the case since I was 
there and I have no such knowledge, 
nor had there been any judicial 
determination of what is or isn’t evi- 
dence, let alone a finding of probable 
cause that there was a violation of 
law. 

“A peerless institution of learning 
where the search for truth and the tra- 
dition of selfless service have been 
hallmarks that have illuminated the 
lives of generations has shamed itself 
on this day,” Mr. Lane wrote. “David 
Cobb deserved better from the school 
that has been his life, unblemished 
and distinguished these past near 30 
years. So too did his family — his wife 
and child and grandchild, who have 
been at his side, together with many, 
many friends.” «**-*-*-

But she didn’t turn around and go 
home. She went to the Townsman 
office and asked a reporter who she 
~ should talk with about these problems. 
She then took her complaints to town 
offices. When Buzz Stapezynski, town 
manager, wasn’t in, she talked with 
Sandy Cassano, his assistant, who then 
talked with Joanne Kempton in the 
office of Jim Bamford, town tree war- 
den, about the overgrown vegetation. 
She also contacted Bob McQuade, Pub- 
lic Works director. 

Mr. McQuade told her he doesn’t 
have money for rebuilding sidewalks. 
He said it was up to the handicapped 
people to tell the town manager what 
they need, and then to support the 
town manager’s request for more mon- 
ey for sidewalk work at April town 
meeting, according to Ms. Senecal. 

Last Thursday Ms. Senecal and Vir- 
ginia Chapin, an Andover Commons 
resident who suffers from multiple 
sclerosis and also uses a scooter, 
accompanied a reporter on a tour of 
some problem spots downtown. 

Some of the problems they 
out are: 

* No sidewalks on the the north end 
of Railroad Street; 

¢ Overgrown vegetation on the side 
of the north end of Railroad Street that 
forces them to travel in the roadway; 

* No marking on the side of the 
north end of Railroad Street delineat- 
ing where the travel lane ends and the 
road shoulder begins. (They would like 
white lines painted on the shoulder to 
mark the pedestrian way, for them- 
selves and to help Harold Grasse, a 
legally blind Andover Commons resi- 
dent, to see the walkway); 

« Many sidewalks that tilt at such an 
angle that they are difficult and dan- 
gerous to negotiate in a scooter or 
wheelchair. (Ms, Chapin broke a leg 
last year when her scooter tipped over 
at the corner of Stevens and North 
Main streets.); 

¢ The sidewalks on the east side of 
North Main Street, near McDonald’s, 
are cracked, broken and difficult — and 
painful — to negotiate. (“Especially if 
you've got a knee really in pain. You 
can feel every single thing,” Ms. 
Senecal said.); 

¢ The Memorial Hall Library after- 
hours book deposit on Essex Street has 
steps with no railings, making it 
impossible for Ms. Chapin to use; 

¢ The pedestrian light at Elm Square 
does not stop all traffic. Instead, the 
light for traffic on North Main Street 
remains green when the walk light is 
on for pedestrians to cross Central 
Street. (Mr. Grasse, the legally blind 
Andover Commons resident, was near- 
ly struck recently by a car turning 
right from North Main Street onto Cen- 
tral Street while he was crossing from 
the library to Kaps on Main Street, 
according to Ms. Senecal.); 

¢ Several crosswalks along Main 
Street and elsewhere downtown do not 
have curb cuts, which forces those in 
scooters and wheelchairs to drive 
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dow the roadway to find a place to 
mount the sidewalk; 

¢ Many stores downtown - such as 
Loring Short & Harmon — have doors 
that open outward, or double doors — 
such as CVS/Pharmacy — making it dif- 
ficult at best for those in wheeled vehi- 
cles to enter. (Ms. Chapin said she 
often sits outside a store waiting for 
someone to come out so she can get in. 
She suggested stores have a bell or 
some sort of device so those in 
wheelchairs could summon an employ- 
ee to let them in. “There are many, 
many charming little shops in this 
town that we can’t get into,” Ms. 
Chapin said.); 

¢ Old Town Hall, with the post office 
and the only public restroom down- 
town, has a handicap ramp at the rear 
of the building, but the sidewalk to it is 
blocked by a lightpost, and the door 
opens outward, making it difficult for a 
scooter to navigate; 

¢ Some businesses with ramps, and 
doors that open inward have a lip at 
the door that blocks the way for scoot- 
ers and wheelchairs; 

¢ Ramps that are too steep for scoot- 
ers, such as the one in front of 11 Chest- 
nut St.; 

Ms. Senecal said the ramps in the 
crosswalks at the intersection of Chest- 
nut and Main streets are “the best in 
town.” School Street, on the other 
hand, has the worst sidewalks in town, 
Ms. Chapin said. 

“And a very close second is Chest- 
nut Street,” between Main and Central 
streets, Ms, Chapin said 

The bottom line seems to be that 
installing ramps at the ends of all 
crosswalks would solve a lot of prob- 
lems.

By Monday of this week, Ms. Senecal 
reported that the vegetation blocking 
the roadsides and sidewalks on Rail- 
road Street and parts of North Main 
Street had been cut. 

And Ms, Cassano in the town man- 
ager’s office said last week that John 
Canavan, highway department direc- 
tor, agreed to make some repairs to the 
sidewalk near McDonald’s on North 
Main Street. The sidewalk is heavily 
used and in constant need of repair, 
she said. 

Ms. Senecal said she hopes these 
actions are only the beginning. 

Renee Senecal, of 30 Railroad St., 
said there are at least six residents of

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Commission to address

The Andover Commission on Dis- 
ability was created by approval of a 
town meeting warrant article last 
April with its primary function being 
to advocate for the needs and rights of 
handicapped persons in town, Its first 
nine members will likely be appointed 
4 selectmen this Monday night, Oct. 


"And Buzz Stapcezynski, town man- 
ager, said this week that the Commis- 
sion on Disability is where concerns 
and complaints like those brought to 
his attention by Ms, Senecal will be 
addressed. 

“Once the commission is formed, 
they’re charged to be the advocate and 
that’s where I want these issues to be 
focussed,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 

Two founding members of the 
group, Mike Warshawski and Mark 
Walker, were scheduled to meet with 
Mr. Stapezynski yesterday, Wednes- 
day, to discuss their recommendations 
for member appointments. Mr. 
Stapezynski will review the recom- 
mendations and make recommenda- 
tions to selectmen for their approval 
Monday night. 

The Commission on Disability’s 
first meeting is scheduled for Wednes- 
day, Oct. 11, at 6 p.m. at town offices. 
The agenda includes a discussion on 
handicap avarenes. Neng for 1996 


Mr. Stapcezynski said this week that 
the town is going to address issues of 
handicap access, and that he will 
request money for curb cuts, ramps 
and sidewalks in the 1996 budget and 
Capital Improvement Program. 

Jim Brightney, Municipal Mainte- 
nance director, will request $25,000 in 
his budget to bring town buildings up 
to meet Americans with Disabilities 
Act requirements, the town manager 
said, and Mr. Stapczynski said he may 
try to increase that amount. Mr. 
Stapcezynski also said he will work 
with Bob McQuade, Department of 
Public Works director, to get money in 
the DPW budget for curb cuts. 

“What we’re doing is looking to 
address the ADA issues in our build- 
ings and on our streets,” Mr. 
Stapcezynski said. 

Mr. Stapezynski said that every 
time the town renovates a building, it 
is in compliance with the ADA. He 
said that was the case with Old Town 
Hall, where Ms, Senecal and others 
have found some access problems. * 

“When we did that building, that 
was in ADA compliance,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said.

Now comes Ms. Senecal, advocat- 
ing for the handicapped in motorized 
scooters. 

There is a possibility that officials 
might not want to appoint Ms. 
Senecal to the new Andover Commis- 
sion on Disability. She is insistent. 
She is persistent. She is the type of 
person who will keep at it until some- 
one hears her. She is the type of per- 
son who will get the task accom- 
plished. She is the type of person, we 
believe, that every committee needs.

nity to observe the conduct of many 
of the students. Based on personal 
observations, I am concerned that 
either insufficient attention has 
been paid to educating the student to 
the risks and consequences of poor 
judgment, or the student are disre- 
garding their need to act responsi- 
bly.

several factors: 1. the driver was pro- 
ceeding with caution and with his 
attention well “forward”; 2. the car 
was mechanically sound; 3. the driv- 
er’s reflexes were not degraded by 
poor health, drugs or alcohol; 4. the 
driver was not part of the small but 
persistent class of driver who play 
“games” when confronted by actions 
violating their “right of way.”

Dick Collins’ Golden Warriors swamp Lowell 14-13 in the rain

The Andover High football team, 
sparked by a virtuoso performance from 
junior quarterback-safety-punter-placekick- 
er Brian Tisbert, opened a few eyes by edg- 
ing highly-regarded host Lowell 14-13 in the 
rain last Friday night at Cawley Memorial 
Stadium. 

The win, the first over Lowell since 1990, 
enabled coach Dick Collins’ crew to even its 
overall record at 1-1-0 and grab an early-sea- 
son share of first place in the Merrimack 
Valley Conference. 

Tisbert ran three yards for the first 
touchdown, kicked two extra points includ- 
ing the oné that eventually provided the 
margin of victory, completed 4-of-8 passes, 
and perhaps most importantly averaged 
87.1 yards for seven punts to keep Lowell 
bottled up deep in its own territory much of 
the stormy night. 

Other outstanding performers included 
senior linebacker-halfback Dana McCann, 
who rushed for 57 yards and participated in 
more than a dozen tackles, and interior 
defensive linemen Jason Dalton, Andy 
Lynch and Brian Cronin, who stymied Low- 
ell’s powerful inside running game. 

The Red Raiders, who love to run down 
an opponent’s throat tackle-to-tackle, were 
limited to 54 yards rushing in 26 carries (2.1 
average gain). 

“This is one of the biggest wins we've 
had so far,” said Tisbert after the game. 
“We definitely came in as the underdog.” 

“Brian did a magnificent job punting the 
ball, especially in those weather conditions, 
and our coverage was great,” said Collins. 
“He rolled one punt out of bounds at Low- 
ell’s one foot line, and they didn't-have a 


good return on any of the kicks.” 

“We just couldn’t get any field position 
in the first half and it killed us,” admitted 
Lowell head coach Dennis Scannell. 

Early strike 

Lowell grabbed a 7-0 lead in the opening 
minute, as Andover fumbled on the first 
play and starting Lowell quarterback Gar- 
rett Gillick immediately hit Brian Meade 
with a 21-yard touchdown pass. 

“We did practically the same thing last 
week (12-7 loss to Leominster),” said 
Collins. “It was 7-0 before we knew what 
was going on. But you can’t let adversity get 
you down. We preach that to the kids all the 
time. 

“We didn’t change our game plan. We 
always script the opening part of the game, 
with a few variations depending on what 
happens, But we stayed with our script 
even after Lowell's first touchdown. 

“Overall the rain didn’t seem to bother 
us very much. I wasn’t too happy about 
playing when we started, but afterward I 
was glad we did.” 

“We were a little frustrated in the huddle 
(after the quick Lowell TD),” said Tisbert. 
“But the guys were saying, ‘that’s the first 
play. It was just a fluke.’ 

“We showed a lot of heart coming back to 
win,” added Tisbert. 

The Golden Warriors fought back to a 7-7 
tie by halftime, Tisbert scoring on a three- 
yard run and booting the extra point in the 
second quarter. 

Turnabout was fair play as the AHS six- 
pointer was set up by a Lowell fumble at the 
Red Raiders’ 17. 

Andover moved ahead 14-7 in the third 


quarter when,senior fullback Mike Shaugh- 


nessy scored his first TD of the season on a 
four yard run. Once again Tisbert’s kick 
split the uprights. 

The big play on the drive, which started 
near midfield, was a 39-yard pass from Tis- 
bert to speedy junior Jack Glazebrook on a 
third-and-12 play. 

Now it was Lowell’s turn to battle back, 
and the Red Raiders did on a one-yard 
plunge by Gillick during the opening 
moments of the fourth quarter. 

Lowell went for the tying PAT kick, 
instead of the two-point conversion that 
would have put them ahead if successful. 
But there were problems with the snap and 
the extra point attempt went awry. 

“Under the circumstances I would have 
done just what Lowell did, go for the tying 
point,” said coach Collins. 

“There was still more than nine minutes 
to play. 

“We clearly went conservative with the 
lead in the fourth quarter. It’s very unusual 
for us to only throw eight passes in a game,” 

The coach did second-guess himself 
about one decision to go for it on fourth 
down at a key juncture in the game. 

“I’m generally a pretty conservative 
coach. Going for it on fourth down at that 
time was my decision, but I asked for input 
from my staff and there wasn’t one person 
who said we shouldn’t try it. We all thought 
we could do it, but afterward I felt like kick- 
ing myself in the butt. 

“We still believe our kid made it, but he 
did slip and his knee touched the ground.

DOWNTOWN PARKING 
PERMIT PROGRAM 
OCTOBER 2, 1995 - JANUARY 31, 1997 


The Town of Andover is continuing the temporary parking permit program 
for employees of the Central Business District for thé périod of October 2, 
1995 through January 31, 1997. Fifty-one parking spaces are available for 
permit parking in the Park Street and Main Street (next to Olde Andover 
Village) parking lots. 

Employees who currently have a parking permit which is valid through 
September 30, 1995 and are interested in renewing their permit for $20 per 
month must do so by Friday, September 29, 1995, at the Treasurer's Office 
located at the Town Offices on Bartlet Street.

Throughout the program year, permit renewals 
will be given preference if renewed prior to the expiration of the permit. 

A parking permit may-ber shared with other employees within the same 
company, but only one employee needs to apply in person for a parking 
space at the Treasurer’s Office. To purchase a permit, the following 
information is required for each employee using the parking permit: car 
registration; year and make of vehicle; company name and address; work 
number; and place of residence. 

The Treasurer's Office will keep a waiting list of employees interested in 
participating in the program (also collected on a first-come, first-served basis) 
once parking spaces are no longer available. To be placed on the waiting list, 
the employee may call the Treasurer's Office or apply in person.

can cover two-dimensional spaces and 
create rooms, Wrapping around 
homes and gardens, these architec- 
tural ornaments help to define the 
distinct character of contemporary, 
Federalist and Victorian structures.

The casual feel of 
wicker ... indoors or out 


(NAPS) - Wicker furniture 
has been popular for over 100 
years. And while you may con- 
jure up visions of a rocker on 
a front porch, complete with a 
pitcher of iced tea, today, 
wicker is probably used more 
often indoors than out. 

Wicker is a general term 
applied to woven furniture 
from any one of several fibers. 
Rattan is the most common 
material. 

In the 1850’s, people used 
wicker as lawn furniture. As 
fancy Victorian houses came 
into vogue, wicker was moved 
onto large porches. About 
1880, furniture makers discov- 
ered they could use the inner 
fiber of rattan to make fancier 
pieces with ornate designs. 
People loved the swirls, curves 
and wooden bead designs. 
Chairs and loveseats, rather 
than sofas, were the most pop- 
ular pieces. 

Around the turn of the cen- 
tury, wicker took on a more 
tailored look as Victorian fash- 
ion came to an end. Because of 
its versatility, wicker also 
began showing up in bird 4500.

You should obtain two or three 
written estimates from moving com- 
panies on the services they provide 
and the cost of your move. 

Interstate moves are priced 
according to weight of the household 
goods and distance moved. These 
estimates can be either binding (the 
moving company guarantees the 
price prior to the move) or non-bind- 
ing (the mover estimates the price 
and provides final charges after the

Binding estimates are based on 
the items to be moved and services 
that are listed on the estimate sheet. 

Non-binding estimates are approx- 
imations based on a survey of the 
household goods to be moved. The 
actual total cost is based on the 
weight of the household goods and
